e e e Your “Straight Talk” in the 
March issue is a great masterpiece. I 
also read the items referred to in past 
issues. Well, I think that you are right 
in all but one point. 

As you are always using sensible 
and sound philosophy, I don’t believe 
that town folks ought to have an allot- 
ment to raise tobacco or any other 
allotment or supported crop. Here at 
home there are at least 15 or 20 people 
living in town and having tobacco from 
1/10 to almost two acres, which is all 
the farming they do. Now these peo- 
ple are not farmers, but only drawing 
support from the real farmer. 

The man I call a farmer is the man 
who goes out in the field at 7 in the 
morning and is out there until 5 or 
6 in the afternoon laboring and dig- 
ging in the earth to earn a living, get- 
ting his bread by the sweat of his brow. 
But it is awfully hard for this man to 
get in for a conservation practice, for 
the town farmer is there ready to grab 
up all the money that Congress has 
appropriated for this purpose that has 
been allocated to the county. These 
town farmers, such as lumber men, 
lawyers, doctors, bankers, merchants, 
preachers, garbage men and many 
others I could name should not be sup- 
ported or allowed any discount for in- 
come tax deduction for loss from farm 
operation. 

The point I don’t agree with you on, 
is the crowding out of the small farm- 
ers, for there are so many who are not 
in an age bracket where they could 
obtain employment in the city, but 
own from 30 to 100 acres of land and 
from it wrest a living, independently 
of any other source of income.

You'll 
find him, too, at Farm Bureau meetings, asking 
how he can improve service and explaining new 
developments. That's one of the reasons tele- 
phones have doubled in the Woodland area in 
the past 10 years. And so have the number of 
calls made. 


As a matter of fact, there has been a steady 
growth and improvement of service in Bell Sys- 
tem rural areas everywhere. And thousands of 
telephone people like Jack have made it so.

WASHDAY MIRACLE? Spray mechanically- 
delinted cottonseed with a soapy liquid 
(or detergent) and more of them will 
germinate. That's the tentative conclu- 
Sion of N.C. State College's R. P. Moore. 
Cost would be small, but it isn't ready to 
try on practical, field scale, yet. You 
might try it on a few seed, yourself, just 
to see what'll happen, however. Don't 
soak ‘em; just moisten them. 


DDT RESISTANCE, TOO? Va. Truck Exp. Sta. 
entomologist R. N. Hofmaster has found 
that potato flea beetles have become in- 
creasingly hard to kill, in some instances, 
with DDT. In one extreme case, DDT got 
only 45% reduction of beetle population, 
where same number of applications of 
dieldrin got 94%. 

Pattern seems to be Similar to house 
fly resistance; some growers still get 
adequate control with DDT. Hofmaster con- 
cludes that continued DDT applications are 
likely to get progressively poorer flea 
beetle control. 


SECRETARY BENSON has expressed opposition 
to granting railroads' applications, still 
pending before ICC, for freight rate in- 
creases totaling 15% in South, 22% in East 
and West. Railroads have already been 
granted interim rate increases of 5 to 7%; 
ICC approval of increase requests would 
make these permanent and add new increases 
to bring total to 15% in South. 


CHEAPER FEED GRAINS, and more of ‘em, are 
ahead -- despite USDA's report of March 
planting intentions survey which showed 
reduced acreages of most feed crops. USDA 
feed grain experts, including Crop Report- 
ing Bd. officials, admit their estimates 
are on the low side. 

They agree that more realistic figures 
on yields indicate an increase in feed 
grain production of 9% over 1956 totals. 
Result: Prices for feeds will be lower 
after harvests than they have been. 


FIRE ANT CONTROL program will be approved 
for USDA by Congress. But don't look for 
any action in the field until at least 
next fall. After it gets approval to go 
ahead, USDA will run surveys and develop 
a cooperative program with states, then 
ask for money for an eradication program.

THREE-WAY BEEF HYBRIDS look like a good 
idea, too. Crossbreeding with two beef 
breeds is old stuff, but researchers at 
Alabama's Black Belt Substation do it with 
three breeds. 

In one example, a half-Angus, quarter- 
Hereford, quarter-Brahman calf out-gained 
and had carcass worth nearly 20% more per 
lb. than a two-way, Angus-Hereford cross- 
bred. Results were about the same in 
three-breed crossing when one grandparent 
was Shorthorn instead of Brahman. 

W. H. Gregory, of the state's Ext. 
Serv., warns that success of any cross- 
breeding depends on use of good, purebred 
beef bulls to start, however. 


VANILLA DISTRACT. Knowing that sows aren't 
very big-hearted about other sows’ pigs, 
Horace Phillips, of Jones Co., N.C., 
wanted to make a newly-freshened sow adopt 
some orphaned pigs anyway. He smeared 
vanilla flavoring on the orphans; the con- 
fused sow couldn't tell the difference and 
let them join her family from then on.

here are reasons the outlook is brightening 


HE small decline in national beef cattle numbers is no 
reason to look for a pot of gold this year. Despite the 
decline, an easing of the drouth and bigger feed grain 
supplies in prospect, big beef money just isn’t there. But 
for next year, and three or four years after that, the out- 
look is bright for better profits. 
Here’s how USDA and other top livestock economists 
view Dixie's beef cattle prospects: 


> The decline is slight—nationally, it’s only 112 percent 
from last year. This is not enough of a drop to offer much 
better prices this year. And cattle numbers in the South 
went up again instead of down—although the rate of in- 
crease has been slowed. So, say the experts, you can't 
expect a 1957 boom because: (1) the national cattle num- 
bers decline was very slight, and (2) it took place only in 
the Great Plains. 


P Prices for this year will follow close to seasonal ups 
and downs—and are not likely to average higher than last 
year. But watch the weather. If it improves and if drouth 
eases off a lot—prices for most classes could move up fast. 
By early April, drouth had been relieved only slightly. 

But, as of now, fed cattle prices are likely to make a 
gradual recovery, bringing them up to summer peaks equal 
those of last year. In early fall, however, they are expected 
to drop below last year—followed by another upswing to 
better-than-1956 levels in November and December. 


> Recent price advances for stocker and feeder cattle 
are seasonal and reflect the improvement on ranges in the 
Southern Plains. But a seasonal decline this summer seems 
inevitable. The improved Western demand won't bail the 
South completely out of some of its problems, say the 
experts. 
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> A continuing rise in cattle feeding is forecast for the 
South. Demand and prices for Southern fed stuff is offi- 
cially expected to move on the upgrade. The increase in 
the basic breeding herd has slowed to a walk, while the 
boost in calves carried through the winter is up sharply. 
Since 1955, for example, cow numbers in Southern states 
went up only 4 percent—while calves registered a sharp 11 
percent increase. 

With the cattle cycle (numbers) on a long-term down- 
trend, prices are expected to move higher. Some experts 
predict the best beef markets in many years are coming up 
from 1958 through at least 1962. One of the major forces 
generating the higher prices for cattle in those years is the 
tremendous increase in population. After the cattle cycle 
runs its downward course in the early 1960’s—you can ex- 
pect another big spurt in numbers, reaching well over 100 
million head compared with this year’s 95 million. 


> The cattle feeder will be favored in the immediate and 
foreseeable future, say the experts. With rising prices for 
cattle—although gradual at first—comes a general trend 
toward bigger feed grain supplies and lower prices. The 
cattle-to-feed price relationship is likely to become more 
favorable. 


> Feed grain supplies this year are at record levels. After 
the 1957 harvest, they are likely to be even bigger—if this 
year’s yields are close to the record yields of the past two 
years. Because of the huge supply—bordering on “unman- 
ageable surplus”—and because of reduced price supports, 
feed prices will be lower next fall and winter. This is 
emphasized by the fact that there will be no Soil Bank for 
feed grains. Further, there are signs in Washington that 
the Agriculture Department plans to reduce feed grain sup- 

ports in 1958 even further—or eliminate them entirely.

Earworm 


ROUBLE about the bugs which sometimes blitz grain sor- 
ghums (such as combine milo) and sorgos raised for seed, 
is that they’re downright unpredictable. 

Even the worst one of them—the corn earworm—does little 
damage some years, and rarely hits some areas at all. But some- 
times—especially if you make things easy for him—the earworm 
can suddenly gobble up so much of your sorghum grain that it’s 
hardly worth harvesting. 

Whether the earworm and the other, less serious, sorghum grain 
insects get the upper hand depends mostly on the weather and the 
whims of insect nature. But a lot depends on whether you give 
them a chance to take over. 

Plant to Prevent 

Best way to keep from giving any of them a chance is to have 
a uniform crop, advises Mississippi Experiment Station’s sorghum 
insect expert, Henry B. Green. Plant at the earliest date prac- 
tical, and plant for a uniform stand and uniform growth. That's 
so it'll all reach the critical blooming stage (when the bugs hit) 
at the same time. Planting and fertilizing part of the crop at 
different times or different rates, or planting different varieties 
(or strains) which don't mature at the same time, invites trouble. 
It'll give the earworm, as well as the less-common webworm and 
the usually less-serious sorghum midge, a chance to get in the 
most licks. 

Such planting precautions are a good idea anywhere sorghum 
insects are a threat. And, if any of these insects have been de- 
structive on your place or your neighbors’ in past years, or if you 
suspect they may be numerous enough to be damaging, Green 
advises another precaution. Better plan to poison them with 1 
to 2 pounds of actual DDT (some entomologists also recommend 
2 to 4 pounds actual toxaphene) per acre, as dust or spray. That's 
to play it safe, because you're not likely to know the worm larvae 
are there until after they've done their dirty work. 


A Stitch in Time 


Timing of the poison application is highly important, Green 
warns. It should be made when most of the crop is about full 
bloom. (After the full bloom, it’s too late.) Poisoning at this 
stage allows the safe minimum of 30 days between the time it's 
applied and harvest date, for the poison residue to disappear from 
the grain. This application will annihilate midge larvae and web- 
worms, if they're present, as well as earworms. (Drawings of the 
three insects at left don’t show their actual size; midge is actually 
gnat-sized, and its tiny larvae do the damage.) 

Chinch bugs are rarely serious in the Southeast, although they 
sometimes become damaging in parts of the Southwest. When 
they do threaten grain sorghum, Georgia entomologists recom- 
mend controlling them with either toxaphene, chlordane or diel- 
drin. Aphids, also seldom serious in most of the Southeast, attack 
in the bloom stage or earlier. Green recommends BHC dust or 
3-5 cotton dust to control them.

How to be sure you're blitzing the bugs —and nothing else 


Tobacco insecticides that 


EXT best thing to a tobacco variety that'd be immune 
to all insects, would be one single foolproof insecticide 
that’d annihilate all kinds of insects of tobacco in the field. 
There isn’t one like that, of course, and probably won't 
be. There are a couple of the newer ones that come pretty 
close. Almost any of them that endrin won't get, parathion 
will. (Big exception: grasshoppers, although Virginia en- 
tomologists consider it “promising” for “hoppers. What 
endrin will get: budworms, cutworms, flea beetles, horn- 
worms. What parathion will get: aphids, stink bugs, vege- 
table weevil, green peach aphid, green June beetle, garden 
springtails, slugs, millipeds, midges, smoky crane fly.) 

But— 

Both endrin and parathion can be rough on humans, too. 
Entomologists in all three burley states—Virginia, Kentucky 
and Tennessee warn that they should be used “only when 
qualified personnel are in a position to assume full responsi- 
bility and enforce all precautions as prescribed by the manu- 
facturer.” 

Observe the precautions strictly, and you're okay. They're 
just two more excellent insecticides. But if you or your 
spraying or dusting rig operator can’t or won't heed the 
precautions, better not mess with either parathion or endrin. 
There are other insecticides you can use instead, with con- 
siderably less risk. 

Although malathion is the same type of insecticide as 


pack a punch 


parathion (organic phosphate), it’s considered by Virginia 
Experiment Station agronomist J. M. Grayson as roughly 
1/100th as dangerous to humans and livestock. And either 
DDT or TDE (depending on what kind of insect it is) can 
be used as safer substitutes for endrin, if you don’t trust 
yourself. 

Recommendations of all three states approve malathion 
as an effective alternate to parathion for aphid control. DDT 
spray (1 to 2 Ibs. 50% wettable powder in 50 gallons water, 
at 40 to 80 gallons per acre) or 10% dust (15 to 20 Ibs. 
per acre) and dieldrin are still approved by Kentucky Exten- 
sion Service as good alternates to endrin for knocking out 
flea beetles. Virginia's and Tennessee's recommendations 
also approve DDT, at similar rates. 

All three states still approve TDE as a usable alternate 
to endrin for hornworm control. (Kentucky's recommenda- 
tions call for 10% dust at 15 to 20 Ibs. per acre or | Ib. 
actual TDE in 5 or more gallons of water per acre, using 
a 2-lbs.-per-gallon emulsion concentrate, for low-pressure 
spraying.) 

All three states’ recommendations list 10% DDT or 10% 
TDE dust, or DDT or TDE spray, as just as effective against 
budworms as ever, and TDE dust or spray against horn- 
worms. Although entomologists suspect that some tobacco- 
insect resistance to DDT and TDE could develop in the 
future, it hasn't yet. (Continued on page 36)

corn pest a bad time last summer. For too 

long, it had been the other way around; Euro- 
pean corn borers kept threatening to get out of hand. 
Last year, there was a new way to get the upper hand 
on ‘em. What it was, was granular DDT. 

Now, there’s a whole slew of granular insect-killers 
on the market — aldrin, heptachlor, toxaphene and 
several others. Actually, the granular insecticides 
are almost the same as the dust or emulsion insec- 
ticides you've been using. Most of them work about 
the same way and do about the same things as dust 
or liquid insect-killers. Only real difference is the 
carrier. Granular insect-killers come in coarse parti- 
cles (sometimes only about the size of grains of sugar, 
usually in somewhat larger particles) instead of as 
a fine dust or liquid. 

Because the particles are coarse, granular insect- 
killers are sometimes more convenient to apply. 
Usually, that’s their only real advantage over dust 
or emulsion insecticides. In some instances, scatter- 
ing the heavy, coarse, granular insecticide particles 
can be much less hazardous and troublesome than 
spraying or dusting. Drift and vapor from sprays 
and dusts can be a problem. 

One story on granulars sounds most promising. 
Granular DDT is not only convenient to apply to 
growing corn (with equipment like the spreader 
shown on opposite page). It also seems to leave less 
residue on the leaves than spray does. 

On the other hand, there are still a lot of jobs 
where granular materials can’t substitute for dusts or 
sprays. And a lot of the insect-killing jobs which 
the granular chemicals may be able to do well aren't 
proved yet. They may be able to help clobber several 
kinds of cotton insects, but tests in 1956 generally 
weren't encouraging. 

In West Virginia, entomologists have learned some- 
thing practical about granular dieldrin and heptach- 
lor for controlling legume insects. They knock spit- 
tlebugs, clover leaf weevils and clover root curculios 
for a loop with the granulars—and avoid the serious 
problem of poisonous residue on the leaves they'd get 
with sprays. And the granulars can easily be applied 
with a fertilizer applicator—much easier than spray 
application. 

Aldrin, heptachlor, chlordane and other insecti- 
cides in granular form are in common use for knock- 
ing out soil-inhabiting, root-feeding (“underground”) 
insects like rootworms and sugarcane beetles. The 
granules are broadcast or banded on the soil at or 
before planting time. They're an easy way to wallop 
lawn insects, too—like ants, grubs, crickets, beetles, 
webworms, wireworms and even chinch bugs.

Also big news for 1957 are the granular weed-killers 
There'll be a flock of them on the market this year. You 
won't find very complete information or official recommenda- 
tion on using the granular weed-killers yet, because they are 
so new. But experiments and farmer experience show great 
possibilities for them. 

Big advantage of the granular weed-killers, also, is that 
they don’t drift. Ever tried spraying weed-killer in or near 
susceptible crops, so that they would kill the weed hut not 
the crop?) Then you know how important drift ts. Even 
when there’s almost no wind and you are spraying from a 
ground rig, fine spray can drift onto the nearby plant 
onto you. It takes very little spray dru’ to kill susceptible 
crops. Even weed-killer dusts can drift, too,

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The cover story: 


High-powered acres 
with low labor demands 


OT to have naturally fertile soil to make truck crops? 

’Tain’t necessarily so, concludes Tennessean Robert Baltz. As big 
brother of the Baltz brothers (that’s younger brother Jack on the cover), 
he’s their general manager. Their shirt-tail acreage tucked in the bend 
of Mill Creek turns in enough per-acre income every year to prove Robert 
knows what he’s talking about. 

It does take just three things, he adds: fertilizer, water and buyer 
confidence. Leave out any one of them, and you just as well get out 
of the business. 

$500 From % Acre 


From the less than 16 acres of greens, spinach, beets and radishes 
the Baltzes produce, they once produced enough income for all their 
families. The truck acreage has now become a sideline for them, but 
still a profitable one. From one-eighth of an acre of radishes, they have 
grossed as much as $500. An acre of turnip greens frequently brings 
in up to $1,000 during the month the harvest season is under way—and 
with very little labor required. Harvesting their crops of greens is about 
as mechanized an operation as truck farming can get. 

The greens are cut with an ordinary field mowing machine, which 
has a pan on the back to catch the greens. An automatic washer takes 
the dirt out of the greens before they're boxed to go to market. 


Clean and Early 

Hand sorting and cleaning would be unreasonably expensive, so it’s 
essential that there be no weeds in the greens when they're cut. That's 
why the Baltzes keep their vegetable acreage absolutely free of weeds 
the year around. It’s also one reason they plant and harvest early—before 
most weeds get started. Another reason for being early is to hit the 
period of their best market—after the supply of fresh greens from Florida 
has tapered off and before it begins coming in to market from states 
farther north. 

Part of the reason for the Baltzes’ big per-acre income is that they 
sell directly to wholesalers and supermarket chains. Not every truck 
farmer can do that. But anyone could build buyers’ confidence as the 
Baltzes have—by producing and offering for sale a dependable volume 
of first-quality produce. If bugs or yellowing damages a crop of greens, 
the Baltzes don’t try to foist it off on the buyers. So, buyers always 
know what they'll get. 

Water Like Heck 

Their greens (mustard, turnips) are the Baltzes’ low-labor-demand 
crops because they can be partly “mechanized.” But they're the biggest 
users of fertilizer and water. (The Baltzes also grow about an acre of 
beets—they'’re in the foreground in the cover photo—and two or three 
acres of spinach each spring.) 

Beets and spinach—and radishes, when they grow them—aren't the 
Baltzes’ best crops, however. They take too much labor, so they're held 
to very small acreages. 

All the vegetables get heavy applications of mixed commercial ferti- 
lizer (such as 6-12-12) before planting time, and some of them get a 
side-dressing of nitrogen fertilizer when they're half grown. Immediately 
after the first cutting of greens, the Baltzes fertilize with nitrogen again, 
and water heavily to get the greens growing fast again. After the second 
cutting, they fertilize and start watering again. 

The result—some of the highest-powered acres you ever saw.

THERE ARE INDICATIONS that burley growers 
are gaining ground at the expense of flue- 
cured producers. Domestic use of burley 
has been running around 485 million lbs. a 
year. During the past marketing season, 
buyers purchased 512 million lbs. on auc=- 
tion floors, plus some 100 million held 
under loans -- a whopping total of 612 
million lbs. 

Because of the high price average, very 
little of the 512 million lbs. was pur- 
chased by exporters. The burley "pools" 
have just cleared out their 1951 and 1952 
crop stocks under loan, and have sold some 
of their 1953 crop holdings. The only 


conclusion appears to be that the trend to 
filter-tips is causing U.S. manufacturers 
to use more burley and less flue-cured in 
each cigarette.

age by as mich as 10%. Coupled with a 20% 
acreage cut, and a 6.5% bite taken by the 
Soil Bank, the forthcoming crop may not be 
more than 2/3 as large as last year's, and 
prices are expected to be higher. 


DOES THIS MEAN the flue-cured "crisis" 
will be licked this year? Not by a long 
shot. A 1/3 production cut would whittle 
away only about half the surplus, leaving 
well over 3500 million lbs. of excess leaf 
Still on hand. 

What's more, though growers are taking 
steps to meet changes in market demand, 
they're still caught in a maddening race 
to increase yields at the expense of 
quality. Meanwhile, the market change be- 
comes more drastic. Filter-tip cigarettes 
held 30% of the U.S. market in 1956, and 
may climb as high as 40% by end of ‘57, 
says J. Re Williams, head of CSS Tobacco 
Division. 

Since manufacturers maintain about a 
2l-month level of stocks, USDA estimates 
that this year, for the first time, the 
companies will need to buy more tobacco 
for filter smokes than for non-filters. 


WHETHER CONGRESS EXTENDS Public Law 480 
(authorizing surplus commodity sales in 
exchange for foreign currencies) beyond 
its June 30 deadline is of considerable 
importance to tobacco growers. In the 
past two years, nearly 85 million lbs. of 
flue-cured and over 8 million lbs. of 
burley were exported under this program. 


“WE THINK IT’LL WORK,” USDA officials are 
Saying about their plan to discourage pro- 
duction of "139," "140," and "244" by sup- 
porting these flue-cured varieties at only 
one-half the regular rate. They estimate 
that not more than 5% -- perhaps as little 
as 2% -- of this year's crop is being 
planted to the "undesirable" tobaccos.

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What Happened To The Farm Bloc?

Washington, D. C.—Failure of Congress to get together on any kind 
of new legislation for corn may be the most important happening on 
the congressional farm front in 25 years. 

The long-held solid line between the congressional blocs of the 
cotton-tobacco South and the wheat-corn Midwest cracked wide open. 
And city-industrial congressmen served firm notice that they'd be stub- 
born in the future about going along with the farm bloc, unified or 
split, on farm legislation that costs money. City congressmen were 
strongly against voting another billion dollars for Acreage Reserve, 
as the feed-grain bill and corn program backed by Southern Congress- 
men would have required. 

Former rallying point of the South-Midwest farm bloc coalition, 
Kansas’ Clifford Hope, has retired from the House. Cotton acreage 
in the South, squeezed out under acreage allotment programs, has been 
steadily expanding into corn and feed grains, to the distress of Mid- 
western farmers. Partisan resentment has sprung up over the Admin- 
istration’s handling of the Soil Bank in the Corn Belt during 1956, 
when almost three-fourths of the entire Soil Bank fund was spent 
placing corn in Acreage Reserve. Even this didn’t seem to cut corn 
acreage. 

Two-Price for All Crops? 

Behind the scenes, there is more and more discussion of some defi- 
nite two-price system in the law, somewhat in line with the old McNary- 
Haugen Bill. Debate on this will probably come before the end of 
this session of Congress. Also, there is some interest in the idea of 
getting Congress to remove its so-called minimum acreage on crops 
such as cotton and wheat. 

For the current year, in view of our surplus, only 18 million acres 
of wheat were needed. Yet, Congress demanded that the Secretary 
support prices on a minimum of 55 million acres. Likewise on cotton, 
the minimum acreage needed was 3.9 million, but Congress required 
the Secretary to announce continued price supports on a minimum 
of 17.6 million acres. 

With the breakup of the farm bloc apparent, its backers suggest 
that the two-price system might be a supplementary, if not better, 
approach to the overproduction problem than the Soil Bank. 


Benson vs. Budget 


Insiders say that Secretary of Agriculture Benson, who is identi- 
fied with the middle-of-the-road or more conservative elements of the 
Cabinet and the Administration, is attempting to formulate suggested 
legislation that would bring freer markets to farmers. He has also 
advised Congress that he would be glad to have them request him 
to recommend where the budget might best be cut. 

Benson points out that farm programs have grown to a point where 
it helps little to cut or restrict personnel. In the proposed budget 
now before Congress, including $5.3 million for agriculture, if all of 
the employees in the vast Department of Agriculture, in and out of 
Washington were suddenly released from their jobs, USDA’s budget 
could only be reduced by eight percent.

(Late news and information for dairymen and cattlemen) 


NO BROAD-SCALE DEFERRED-GRAZING program this year. 
This now is sure -- since Sec. Benson opposes a big 
operation along that line, and since the rains 
came to take the oomph out of the proposal. T The 
Senate is expected to follow the House in approving 
the Poage proposal -- with backing of Majority 
Leader Lyndon Johnson -- but Benson has indicated 
he will advise Ike to veto -- not much doubt in 
Washington that he will comply. Benson is counter- 
ing with his more limited “deferred grazing" pro- 
posal which would be run through the ACP progran. 


PACKER ANTI-MONOPOLY ENFORCEMENT by USDA will come under 
open fire during next few weeks as the O'Mahoney 
Senate investigating committee resumes hearings. 
Hearings are on the Wyoming Senator's bill to move 
enforcement of the Stockyards & Packers Act from 
USDA to the Fed. , Trade Comm. Western States Meat 
Packers Assoc., Nat. Wool Growers Assoc. and other 
groups are behind the move. They charge USDA 
hasn't enforced the law for 20 years. 


AMERICAN MEAT INSTITUTE, and its big packer members are 
fighting the move -=- countering that USDA has 
enforced the law, and that the bigs don't have a 
monopoly over packing. 


HOG PRODUCTION INCREASE has already started -- with the 
spring pig crop now estimated at the same size as 
last year's. Officials had been predicting a 2% 
cut. Fall crop now is unofficially estimated at 
no more than 5% greater than fall, 1956. The big 
increase is expected next spring -=- and it could 
be 10% greater than this spring, or higher. The 
big bust in hogs -- if there is one == is likely to 
come in the fall of 1958. 


FED CATTLE PRICES now are on a slow, but steady price 
rise, say the experts, unless drouth in range 
country takes a turn for the worse. The summer 
high is expected to equal last year's == but no 
sudden spurt is likely. September prices, how- 
ever, are expected to go below those of last year. 
Tail-end of the year, Nov.=-Dec., should bring 
prices up above those of last year. 


NEW USE FOR THYROPROTEIN, a hormone which has been used 
to get some increase in cows' milk flow, is for 
brood sows. One manufacturer now offers thyro- 
protein in sow feed additive called "Stimulac." 
You'll soon be able to buy it as ingredient in some 
commercial feeds for sows. One season's research 
reports by Iowa State College give backing to 
apparent ability of the hormone to make sow give 
more milk, especially soon after she farrows. 

One — possibility which may be practical: Thyro- 
protein for sows when pigs are weaned extra early.

MAY EGG PRICES are likely to continue at near current 
levels -- with no repeat of last year's sharp 
spring drop. Margin of prices between those of 
last spring is expected to narrow. And, because 
of increased buying for storage, and the govern- 
ment's expanded purchase program -=- small, tempor-= 
ary price rises may be in the wind. 

Because of low early spring prices, the USDA 
now is buying dried eggs for next year's school 
lunch program. Officials hope the new program 
will have more price-boosting effect than the 
fresh egg purchase of 300,000 cases of fresh eggs. 
During winter months, egg prices kept going down. 
USDA now is prepared to spend $10 to $15 million 
to buy about 1 million cases of dry eggs to give 
new strength to the spring market. 


FALL EGG PRICES HIGHER THAN LAST FALL. This is defi- 
nite. Price peak may go as much as 10¢ a dozen 
higher than last fall's average of 37¢ -- although 
42¢ eggs may turn out to be the average. Reason 
for bright outlook, as we predicted: Chick 
hatchings for flock replacements are down a whop= 
ping 26% for first few months of the year. These 
chicks will lay next fall's eggs. 

No turkey price rise is likely this spring 
Similar to a year ago. Reasons: Storage stocks 
are at record levels, and a larger supply of fresh 
turkeys is coming to market. 


SENATE POULTRY INDUSTRY INVESTIGATORS expect to come up 
with a report of findings in late May or early 
June. After that the Sen. Ag. Comm. will decide 
what further action to take. There's a strong 
possibility that public hearings will be held this 
summer -=- and perhaps go into next fall. Other 
than that, don't expect any new laws to result 
from this year's investigation. 


POULTRY-FEED RATIO should be much more favorable next 
fall than now. Supplies of feed grains will be 
much larger after 1957 harvest -- pushing down on 
feed grain prices. Unfavorable ratio of past few 
months resulted from low poultry and poultry 
products prices, but with higher egg prices coming 
up and lower feed grain prices, poultrymen will be 
favored. 


POULTRY INSPECTION BILL approved by Sen. Ag. Comm. is 
expected to pass shortly -- about as is. Generally, 
this bill would do everything the Southern poultry 
industry would like it to do -- leaves it up to 
the Secretary of Agriculture as to requirement of 
ante-mortem inspection and which USDA agency does 
the inspection. Would make federal inspection of 
processing plants effective Jan. 1, 1958, on a 
voluntary basis. It would be compulsory Jan. l, 
1959, except in areas where inspectors are scarce 
(in the South) and compulsory everywhere after 
Jan. 1, 1960. 
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Recently, Purina research workers asked poultry staff men 
in 9 leading poultry states to estimate the total amount 
of feed required—on the average—to grow a pullet 
in their states. Shown here is the average of the figures 
they supplied, compared with Purina feed requirements

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What Granular Pest-Killers Can Do 


material may get lower as production 
increases, and it looks like—but isn’t 
certain yet—that it may require less 
active ingredients to do the job when 
it’s in a granular form than when it’s 
liquid. 

Another pest-killing job for granu- 
lars—still experimental now, but per- 
haps ready to use soon—can be in 
control of worthless brush in pastures, 
Texas specialists R. A. Darrow and 
W. G. McCully have successfully used 
pelletized (granular) forms of CMU 
(monuron) broadcast or applied by air 
to kill brushy oaks. They've done it 
with only slight damage to the grasses 
in the pastures where the post, black- 
jack and shinnery oak was killed by 
the applications. The advantage of 
being able to kill large acreages of

brush this way is obvious. The hazard 
of drifting spray from the 2,4,5-T and 
other brush-killers is eliminated. The 
material used by the Texas specialists 


is not yet available commercially, 
however. 

Still another use for granular insect- 
killers is in control of fire ants—a seri- 
ous nuisance in several states around 
Mississippi and Alabama. Mississippi 
entomologist Henry Green and others 
are finding that even heavy infestations 
of fire ants can be cleared from a pas- 
ture for two or three years by one 
application of granular dieldrin or hep- 
tachlor (2 pounds per acre actual ma- 
terial) or chlordane (at 4 pounds per 
acre). The granular material can 
easily be broadcast, almost like ferti- 
lizer.

In most sections of the country, or- 
ganic phosphate insecticides have been 
in use for several years, without 
trouble. Hardly any deaths and few 
serious illnesses are known to have 
been caused by any of them. 

One death presumed to have re- 
sulted from phosphate insecticide poi- 
soning came to a farm youth who had 
been repeatedly and flagrantly careless 
in working with spray material. Too, 
he failed to receive competent medical 
attention in time. 

Yet, it’s probably true that thou- 
sands of farmers and spray rig opera- 
tors have exposed themselves to in- 
secticide injury by being careless, and 
never been hurt at all. And you may 
be accustomed to working with other 
pest-control chemicals which can be 
more dangerous than any of these 
insecticides. 

Actually, the so-called highly hazard- 
Ous insecticides are perhaps no more 
dangerous than any other if all pre- 
cautions are strictly observed. 

The fact that they can be deadly is 
reason enough for taking no chances. 
It'd be small consolation to your fam- 
ily to know that you were the only one 
among tens of thousands using insecti- 
cides this year who was poisoned—or 
who caused someone else to be 
poisoned. 

That’s why Mississippi entomolo- 
gists, expecting widespread use of 


these insecticides by farmers who 
aren't familiar with them, are talking 
about “cholinesterase.” It’s the chol- 
inesterase level in your blood which 
can be affected by insecticide material 
absorbed into the skin. 

If your cholinesterase level starts 
dropping low enough, you're on your 
way out. However, it’s easy to cor- 
rect the condition before you're really 
in danger, with proper care by a doc- 
tor—if it’s started in time. 

But everybody has a different nor- 
mal cholinesterase level. Your doctor 
can be sure of whether you are affected 
by insecticide poisoning, and of how 
bad it is, only if he knows what the 
normal cholinesterase level of your 
blood is. 

There’s another trouble you could 
run i..0 with the organic insecticides. 
If your skin absorbs a little bit each 
day for several days, it’s believed pos- 
sible that the effect might be almost 
the same as if you were exposed to 
a big dose all at once. 

Mississippi entomologists advise 
everyone who's going to be exposed 
to the danger of organic phosphate 
insecticide poisoning to have a blood 
test taken before he is exposed. That’s 
so his doctor will have immediately 
available a record of his normal chol- 
inesterase level, in case poisoning 
should happen. It’s a good idea in 
any state. —Bob Nichols 
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Lamm’s hogs 
are all meat 


Ir YOU know hogs, you could tell 
by looking that the Spotted Poland 
pigs on M. T. Lamm’s place, near 
Louisburg, North Carolina, are meaty 
hogs. But you wouldn't know that hog 
breeders come to his place from all 
over, wanting to buy pigs from him 
at two or three times the price they'd 
ordinarily pay for purebred stock. 

The reason is that Lamm’s pigs— 
two litters of them—are certified meat 
type. His were the first Spotted Poland 
Chinas—and among the first of any 
breed—in the Southeast to be certified. 

Lamm had been qualifying litters 
for Production Registry before. These 
were the first he had tried to qualify 
for certification by having two pigs 
from the first of the two litters slaugh- 
tered for carcass measurements. The 
pigs had to meet the breed associa- 
tion’s rigid requirements on length of 
carcass, thickness of fat back and area 
of the loin eye (pork chop muscle). 
When they did, the remaining pigs in 
the litter officially became “super-meat 
hogs” by being certified. All other 
litters out of the same sow and same 
boar can be certified without slaugh- 
tering any of the pigs. And, as soon 
as Lamm’s boar has sired five certified 
litters from five different sows, he can 
be designated as a certified meat sire— 
one of the few in the nation. 

Lamm intends gradually to make 
his entire herd certified meat animals, 
if he can. It costs no more to raise 
them than ordinary purebred hogs, he 
says (his housing and feeding setup is 
as simple and low-cost as he can make 
it) and what a difference it makes in 
the price he can get for them!

moved in on the 50-year-old kitchen.

Spring Battle: 


Man versus Insect 


Tue battle between man and insect 
is still being carried on. It is still 
uncertain who will finally inherit the 
earth; whether it will be human beings 
or bugs. Of course, the insects might 
win by default if man continues to 
develop his unique talent of producing 
suicidal weapons. 

In America, the chief insect enemy 
is the common house fly. He still 
causes many deaths and a hundred 
times as many sicknesses each year by 
passing from one person to another 
dysenteries and diarrheas of various 
types, tuberculosis and typhoid fever. 

DDT, while useful, is not the an- 
swer to fly control, since races of flies 
resistant to the insecticide promptly 
develop. 

Proper sanitation and screens are 
still the most important factors in con- 
trolling flies. 

Since the life cycle of the common 
fly is completed in a week to 10 days, 
it is important to keep constant vigi- 
lance against the breeding places of 
flies. One uncovered garbage can has 
been observed to produce over 700 
adult flies in one day. 

Flies have a way of getting around, 
from garbage buckets to sugar bowls. 
One unprotected pit toilet in a com- 
munity is a hazard to all homes in that 
neighborhood. 

Now, at the beginning of the warm 
season, is the best time to join the 
battle of man versus insect.

Recent studies indicate that 30 per- 
cent of all industrial accidents in 
France are due to alcoholism, and that 
57 percent of auto accidents involve 
people who have been drinking.

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Straight Talk 


VER thought of a cow bank? Here's how it would 

work: Let's say you are an average dairyman milking 
six cows. The government would pay you for drying up 
your excess cows (but would allow you to plow them). 
Under the same price and production allotment program on 
cows which has been so “successful” on burley tobacco, you'd 
end up with 2.2 cows on the program. You milk the two 
whole cows, of course, but the .2 of a cow is an udder story. 
So you put the .2 in the government milk bank—along with 
the 3.8 cows you've dried up and are plowing. Instead of 
plowed-under cows, you have plowed cows, eating your sur- 
plus grain. 

No more need for your old milking machine. You now 
have the world’s greatest milking machine, the federal gov- 
ernment, sending you checks for not milking. After a few 
years there might be humanitarian protests against plowing 
the cows. Then they'd probably be set aside to rest perma- 
nently, as a conversation (or cud) reserve, or maybe restored 
to free range and allowed to stroll down town and lie around 
the square, just like in India. Holy cow! 


Leading To What For Whom? 


The Soil Bank is better than some of the programs. It 
pays farmers to save the soil instead of paying them to mine 
the soil, producing unneeded food and fiber. But the Soil 
Bank is a temporary stop-gap. It pays people for_not farm- 
ing. It pays non-farmer speculators to buy up land at the 
taxpayers’ expense. It favors the big landowner who neither 
needs nor deserves a government handout. 

Subsidies, in agriculture and elsewhere, should be given 
only on a temporary basis, to people who need and deserve 
them. Subsidies should lead to a desirable long-range goal 
when the deserving recipient would be on his own. Thus, 
the government may pay lower-fringe farm families, whose 
entire means of support is farming, a sum to compensate for 
moving expenses and getting established in a home and a 
job in town. Perhaps industrial plants should be subsidized, 
temporarily, to move to low-income agricultural areas, 

There are rich farmers, poor farmers, hobby farmers, 
hopeless farmers, financial farmers, tax-deduction farmers, 
farmers on rich land and farmers on poor land, residential 
farmers, part-time farmers . . . to talk about one program— 
no matter what program—for all of them just doesn’t make 
sense. And for all of them to be eligible for government 
subsidies and assistance doesn’t make sense. Paying all of 
them for unwanted production; paying the deserving and the 
undeserving cash for not farming; taxing overtaxed citizens 
indefinitely to keep hopeless farmers farming; charging bil- 
lions of debt to our grandchildren to keep corporate farmers 
in Cadillacs. . . . They're not farm programs. They're a 
form of insanity. 

For 30 years our agricultural programs have wound their 
tortuous and expedient paths along a road as crooked as a 
Teamsters Union boss. 


Planned Freedom, by Shuman 


American Farm Bureau President, Charles Shuman, came 
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up with an intriguing farm plan recently. Shuman proposes 
that “by congressional action we eliminate the authority for 
the Secretary of Agriculture to buy and store a farm com- 
modity whenever CCC disposes of all of the supplies now 
held of any particular commodity.” 

This action should be taken on a crop-by-crop basis, and 
the authority to purchase eliminated for a particular com- 
modity only when the supplies have been brought into bal- 
ance and the free market restored to operation. In order 
to bring this desirable situation into being, he says, “we 
should move as rapidly as possible to dispose of the govern- 
ment-held surplus storage stocks. They should be sold at 
reduced prices or given away to needy people at home and 
abroad, and should not be replaced.” 

Thus Mr. Shuman would do away with non-recourse (“de- 
layed sale”) loans. The government would make only con- 
servative loans, similar to what a bank might do, and you'd 
be just as responsible for full payment as you are on your 
automobile loan. 

Obviously, this would lead to lower price supports and the 
abandonment of acreage controls and marketing quotas. In 
a personal interview with Shuman I asked him what end 
effect his proposal would have on prices. He thinks prices— 
with no surpluses, remember, no delayed sale loans, no allot- 
ments and quotas—would go up! 

Why? Because there'd be less production. Those people 
who'd been producing for government instead of for mar- 
ket, producing for a guaranteed instead of fluctuating price, 
would quit. 

I would like to see Shuman’s plan tried, with these addi- 
tions: That the income tax laws be changed to make all 
farms stand on their own legs taxwise. No more deducting 
of farm losses from non-farm income by financial farmers 
farming for a loss instead of a living. (That would elimi- 
nate a lot of the oil farmers, hobby farmers, and fair-weather 
cowboys who've cluttered up the markets.) Further, let's 
deny any government agricultural services to any but the 
family farm—the farm in which the farm family has man- 
agement control of the operation; whose main business is 
farming, who are dependent on it for their livelihood, and 
who actually engage in farm work. 


Family Farmers Only Need Apply 


In other words, let the corporation farmers, hobbyists, 
residential farmers, furnish their own county agents, con- 
servation services, financing, drought relief. . . 

The Shuman plan should be tried. It's not just another 
happy pill. It’s part of the real cure, because it leads toward 
a free agriculture. Why don’t we try freedom? Why don’t 
we get the government out of it and try the only success- 
ful plan which ever worked satisfactorily in farming or any 
other business—supply-and-demand? 

The reason the U, S. budget can’t be cut and agriculture’s 
problems can’t be solved are the same: the politicians haven't 
the courage. It’s not lack of know-how or know-where. 
It’s fear of losing votes if any grasping groups are shunted 
away from the public troughs.
